“Snow and cold,” says the weather 
bureau in a special forecast issuotf 
yesterday. 
“I do not wish to create alarm or 
to spread the impression that 
a cy- 
Clone or tornado is to be looked for, 
but high winds and gales will 
surely 
visit St. Louis and the neighboring 
districts tomorrow and 
next 
day,*' 
said Rev^ Hicks yesterday. 
Mr. Hicks stated that he based hid 
forecast on a barometric pressure of 
28 at St. Louis, which, being much 
lower than normal, indicated the ap­ 
proach of a disturbance. 
The barometer, which is simply 
a 
column of mercury siipiiorted by the 
pressure of the air, shows the amount 
of air at a given point. 
A low baro­ 
meter indicates that there is less air 
than normal, and that air currents 
will flow in to fill the “low.”

Hicks declares th vA the distiirbanc« 
will come to St. Loiils from Oklahoma 
or thereabouts. 
The weatlmr bureau declares that 
the disturbance headed 
toward 
St. 
Louis originate.s on the eastern slope 
of the Rocky mountains, and that St. 
Louis will get a touch of the disturb­ 
ance as it travels eastward a little 
iioinh of this latitude. 
“Rains Thurs­
